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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . ' Figure 1 , 2a and 2b should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- 
because only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected 
drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means", "said," and "comprises" should be 
avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in 
deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
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disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of the use of legal 
phraseology [note the word "comprises" in line 2. Correction is required. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(b). 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 5-1 3 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent 
claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 5-13 have not been further 
treated on the merits. 

5. Claim 1 id objected to because of the following informalities: it appears that the 
word "teeth" should be replaced with -tooth--. Note the phrase "one or more teeth". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is indefinite since all that the applicant considers to be encompassed by 
the phrase "metal and the like" cannot be determined. 
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Claim 1 is indefinite because the phrase "a circular profile" in line 10 appears to 
be inaccurate given the teaching in the specification and the illustrations in the drawings 
[it appears that the profile is arc shaped not circular]. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
applicant's admitted Prior Art in pages 1 and 2 of the specification, hereinafter Prior Art 
in view of either Baker [4,129,260] or Arasmith [4,958,775] or Ayres [1 ,621 ,823]. 

Prior Art discloses most the element of the claims as recited in claims 1-4 but for 
at least one fixed blade associated with an aperture provided on a hollow support. 

Either Baker or Arasmith or Ayres is cited to show desirability, in the relevant art, 
to provide a screen/ hollow support [screen 81 in Baker reference, grate 44 in Arasmith 
reference and bottom 9 in Ayres reference] on a comminuting device having a rotating 
blade cooperating with the screen/ hollow support with fixed blades [sharp corner 86 in 
Baker reference, knife 70 in Arasmith reference and ridges in Ayres reference] 
associated with a plurality of apertures [hole 85 in Baker reference, slot 45 in Arasmith 
reference and perforations 17 in Ayres reference] in order to handle comminuting of the 
wide variety of material. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to modify the hollow support of the Prior Art to include 
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fixed blades associated with a plurality of apertures as taught by either Baker or 
Arasmith or Ayres in order to maximize the comminuting process.
